U.N. Resumes 
Czech Debate 


Seek Resolution 
Against Soviets 


UNITED 
NATIONS, 
N.Y. 
(AP)—The United States, Brit­ 
ain, France and four other coun­ 
tries demanded today that the 
U.N. Security Council condemn 
the Sov iet Union and its Warsaw 
Pact allies for armed interv en­ 
tion 
in 
Czechoslov akia. 
They 
asked for an immediate with­ 
drawal without v iolence or re­ 
prisals. 
The sev en submitted their de­ 
mand in a resolution to the Se­ 
curity Council as it resumed de- 
tjate in emergency session on 
the Czechoslov ak crisis. J oining 
the big three western powers 
were Canada, Brazil, Denmark 
and Paraguay . 
The 15-nation council met at 
11:30 a.m. for another round of 
debate on the crisis. Czechoslo­ 
v akia. ov errun by the Sov iet Un­ 
ion and other hard-time follow­ 
ers, had the support of the Unit 
ed States and the Western pow 
ers. 
The 
W’estern 
powers 
were 
aware 
that their 
resolution 
faced certain big power v eto 
from the Sov iet Union. But they 
were seeking the biggest sup 
port possible in the Council, be 
liev ing that would hav e max i 
mum impact on world opinion 
and might influence Sov iet ac­ 
tions in Czechoslov akia. 
The United States was push­ 
ing for a resolution that would 
hav e the Council pronounce the 
inv asion a v iolation of the U.N. 
Charter and call for respect for 
Czechoslov akia’s territorial in­ 
tegrity , political 
independence 
and right of self-determination. 
In addition to condemning the 
armed interv ention it would re­ 
quest 
a 
withdrawal 
without 
bloodshed or reprisals. 
The resolution would also ask 
Secretary -General U Thant to 
keep the issue under rev iew- and 
report back to the Council on 
implementation of the resolu­ 
tion.

Ceausescu said although Mos­ 
cow cited an appeal from Czech­ 
oslov ak officials as the reason 
for its interv ention, this appeal 
came from “ persons who repre­ 
sent nobody .”

prisals. 
The seven submitted their de­ 
mand in a resolution to the .Se­ 
curity Council as it resumed de­ 
bate in emergency session on 
the Czechoslovak crisis. Joining 
the big three western powers 
were Canada, Brazil, Denmark 
and Paraguay. 
The 15-nation council met at 
11:30 a.m. for another round of 
debate on the crisis. Czechoslo­ 
vakia, overrun by the Soviet Un­ 
ion and other hard-time follow­ 
ers, had the support of the Unit 
cd States and the Western pow 
ers. 
The 
Western 
powers 
were 
aware 
that their 
resolution 
faced certain big power veto 
from the Soviet Union. But they 
were seeking the biggest sup 
port possible in the Council, be 
lieving that would have maxi 
mum impact on world opinion 
and might influence Soviet ac­ 
tions in Czechoslovakia. 
The United States was push 
ing for a resolution that would 
have the Council pronounce the 
invasion a violation of the U.N. 
Charter and call for respect for 
Czechoslovakia’s territorial in 
tegrity, political independence 
and right of self-determination. 
In addition to condemning the 
armed intervention it would re 
quest

withdrawal

The report said that the 77- 
year-old Eisenhower continues 
to rest comfortably and has 
been in no pain 
Last night’s report said: 
“ Gen. Eisenhower has again 
shown some increase of heart 
irritability since this afternoon’s 
bulletin. He is presently resting 
comfortably and his vital life 
signs are stable.” 
Earlier in the day doctors re­ 
ported that a new drug had ap­ 
peared to be effective in control­ 
ling the spasms 
The drug is a synthetic sub­ 
stance called lidocaine, chemi­ 
cally related to the pain killer 
novocaine, but more powerful 
Although it has not been ap­ 
proved by the Food and Drug 
Administration for general car' 
diac use, it is under extensive 
clinical investigation.

Cloud Report Shows Ohio 


Outlay for Education High 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — 
Fifty-four cents of every dollar 
the state received in revenue in 
fiscal 1968 went for education, 
State Auditor Roger Cloud re­ 
ported today. 
Cloud published his annual re­ 
port for the fiscal year ended 
June 30, showing receipts of $2,- 
550,999,584 (b) from all sources*, 
and expenditures of $2,587,451,- 
350 (b), including capital im­ 
provements. 
State school aid for all pur 
pose which totaled $246 million 
in 1963, nearly doubled to more 
than $434 million by the end 
of fiscal 1968. 
He said state aid to colleges 
and universities jumped from 
$54.7 million in 1963 to more 
than $148 million in 1968, “clear­ 
ly indicating the major emphas­ 
is placed upon improved educa­ 
tion at all levels for the young 
people of Ohio.” 
Public welfare costs continued 
to rise with total state payments 
going from $132 million in 1963 
to more than $291 million in fisc­ 
al 1968. The largest increases 


were in the areas of health tare 
payments and aid to dependent 
children programs. 
Of the 54 cents of every rev­ 
enue dollar going to education, 
Cloud said, 40 cents was spent 
for school and the balance for 
higher education. Welfare took 
27 cents, while mental health, 
corrections and youth requir­ 
ed 12 cents and all other ser­ 
vices 
and 
activities 
received 
only seven cents of each gener­ 
al revenue dollar.

The president's reluctant willing ness 
to

a cut of $2 million to $832 million in 
ov erseas spending , a sensitiv e area in 
the nation’s fiscal problems. 


It isn’t so much a matter of how 
much is spent, but the fact that it is 
spent abroad, because the problem is 
the balance of pay ments g ap between 
what the United States spends abroad 
and what other countries spend here. 
Cuts should hav e been made earlier,

The president’s reluctant willingness

overseas shows that it can be done 
if such action is necessary. 
The effort is estimated to achieve 
a cut of $2 million to $832 million in 
overseas spending, a sensitive area in 
the nation’s fiscal problems. 
It isn't so much a m atter of how 
much is spent, but the fact that it is 
spent abroad, because the problem is 
the balance of payments gap between 
what the United States spends abroad 
and what other countries spend here. 
Cuts should have been made earlier, 
but they were not because the ad­ 
ministration 
contended 
that 
U.S. 
production is such that the nation can 
afford 
stupendous 
expenditures 
for 
domestic programs and a costly, war 
in Vietnam. 
Despite 
prosperity, 
however, 
the 
arain on the gold supply has 
been 
relentless, and Congress rightly insist­ 
ed upon a $6-billion cut in government 
spending as a condition for its approval 
of a IO percent surtax requested by 
the administration. 
Congress will have cut about half 
oi the $6 billion out of the budget, 


leaving $3 billion to be cut out by the 
administration. 
This is a formidable task, but it can 
be done. 
The president has begun by ap­ 
proving the cuts in foreign staffs, 
mostly under the 
employ 
of 
am ­ 
bassadors. Undoubtedly much more 
can be 
accomplished — hardly 
a 
government agency exists that doesn’t 
have an overseas staff. 
Departments that have people in 
other countries include State, Treasury, 
Agriculture 
and 
many 
others.

reassessm ent should result in many 
further cuts in overseas spending. 
Some reductions in the number of 
m ilitary personnel and their dependents 
would also help. Reductions could 
probably be made safely in Spain and 
Turkey, for example, but they will 
never be made unless Congress forces 
the administrative branch to act. 
Nor should the White House overlook 
the agencies at home. 
Most 
government agencies 
could 
probably trim the size of their staffs 
without 
jeopardizing 
the 
overall 
mission of the federal government. 
In fact, a reduction might result in 
an improvement.

It wasn’t until the coming of 
the rail that the village began

New businesses sprung up in 
the town. the railroad provided 
new jobs, and a few local in­ 
dustries 
developed
